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models: one female, the other a classic motorcycle. 

"The first calendar started out to be a gag," Mr. 
Hamer said. "I was standing in a motorcycle shop with 
my buddy looking at a calendar. 1 said, 'Wouldn't it be 
nice to have one with local bikes and local women?' He 
said, 'Well, do (one).' So I did. We were only going to print 
up 10 copies ... and ended up doing a couple of hundred." 

Although the duo's 2004 and 2005 editions were 
more traditional "pin-up" type calendars focusing on "the 
bikes and babes," if you will, their latest 2006 "Survivors" 
calendar is something that's nearer and dearer to Al's 
heart. Boasting eleven women who are all local cancer 
survivors — his wife posed for both October and Novem- 
ber when a planned model backed out at the last minute 
— the 2006 calendar is being sold to benefit the American 
Cancer Society. 

"This is the third calendar we've done, but this is 
the first 'Survivors' calendar," Mr. Hamer said. "And not 
just the women, some of the bikes are survivors, too." 

Mr. Hamer said he thought it would be an ideal 
way to benefit his charity of choice since his wife is one 
of those cancer survivors. "We threw the idea by her and 
she thought it was a good idea and I said, well now all we 
have to do is find eleven other ladies," he said. 

Mr. Hamer took all the photographs depicting 
each model tastefully posed alongside a vintage mo- 
torcycle in various outfits to fit that month's theme. For 
example, "Miss Jime" is none other than Betty Cheney of

"It worked out well," Mr. Hamer said. "We didn't 
even realize that (October) was Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month, so if s really caught on. Of course, this (calendar) 
appeals to a lot more people than our other (calendars). 
It's nice — we'll probably do it again." 

If s clear Mr. Hamer 's part in the production is 
both photography and marketing, but he readily attri- 
butes the "creative" work to his partner, Dave Blanchette, 
who does all the layout and design work with helpful 
tools like Adobe PhotoShop to combine the women, bikes 
and backdrops into one seamless image.

"Dave is a freelance illustrator," Mr. Hamer said. 
"We generally get together on Wednesday nights and 
(plan projects) over a little chow. We're going to expand 
... we're trying to get the market a little wider so we can 
have more sales. But it takes time. If I was retired and had 
nothing better to do, I could run aroimd and market (the 
calendars), but I have to work." 

Based on his previous experiences, Mr. Hamer 
noted that the 2006 "Survivors" calendar is far and away 
their biggest seller. Having started with only 250 copies 
of the 2004 calendar, they upped their print run to 500 for 
the 2005 edition — both of which sold out — so he was 
comfortable with printing 750 copies of the latest version. 
Now only a month after releasing the 2006 calendar, he's 
foimd the demand is already exceeding their supply. 

"Maybe I should have (printed) 1,000 ... but we've 
got to pay the bills," Mr. Hamer said. "All our copies are 
(out in stores) now." 

Although Mr. Hamer admitted the 2006 calendar 
was a lot of fim to produce, he said most of the women 
were initially reluctant to participate. "All these women 
I had to (convince) to do it," he said. "But when we got 
done, I took them all out to lunch and showed them the 
pictures and they all said they'd do it again." 

Though he plans to revert to his original bikes- 
and-babes format for his next project, Mr. Hamer said 
there's been enough interest in the Survivors calendar to 
do another one. 

"After our next (motorcycle) calendar, we'll prob-

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ably do another Survivors calendar," he said. "The good 
thing about the publicity we've been getting is we've 
already had three women call up and volunteer to be in 
the next calendar. So that's three people I won't have to 
(coerce) to be in the calendar!" 

The next edition will likely require more creative 
work on Dave's end, since they are considering a nursery 
rhyme theme for each month. "Dave will have to illustrate 
most of the (settings)/' he said. 

Mr. Hamer has also be approached by the orga- 
nizers of the local cruise nights in Rochester to possibly 
do a similar calendar featuring their classic cars. 

"We're having a lot of fun," Mr. Hamer admitted. 
"I've had people come up to me and ask: 'What are you, a

Present from Rochester were Selectman Gary Laboa, Se- 
lectman Richard Nimes, Selectman Bradford Morse, and 
Town Administrator James Huntoon. Marion Selectman 
Jonathan Henry was not present for the meeting. 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
September 15 meeting of the Tri-Town Boards of Select- 
men and then delved into New and Old Business on the 
agenda. 

First up, the board reopened their discussion of 
the agreement between the Tri-Towns and the Old Roch- 
ester Community Access Corporation, Inc. (ORCTV). 
Selectman Andrews, who is a member of the ORCTV 
Board of Directors, recused himself from this portion of 
the meeting. 

ORCTV Treasurer Reg Foster reported that since 
the last Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting, the appointed Tri- 
Town Subcommittee had been busy reworking and fine- 
tuning the agreement and they have come up with a final 
version that was unanimously approved by the ORCTV 
Board of Directors the previous evening. The designated 
members of the Tri-Town Subcommittee — Selectman 
Jordan Collyer, Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, and Selectman 
Richard Nunes — along with the three Town Administra- 
tors also approved this latest draft. 

As such, the joint Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen 
moved and unanimously endorsed the agreement be- 
tween them and ORCTV, Inc., thereby making the new 
public access channel corporation an official, non-profit 
entity serving the tri-towns.

Next on the agenda, the boards discussed the Old 
Rochester Regional School District's assessments to the 
three towns, which they are hoping to amend to a more 
equitable formula for each community. Marion Selectman 
Andrew Jeffrey informed his fellow officials that there 
is a legislative meeting to consider adjusting the current 
school funding formula slated for Monday, November 21, 
and he thinks it is imperative for all Tri-Town Selectmen 
to attend. 

"We're going to keep it to the school boards and 
the ORR Superintendent, since I think they can articulate 
it better than we can," Selectman Jeffrey said. "But I think 
it would be a good idea for us all to be present to show 
our support." 

"Monday night is our Board of Selectmen's meet- 
ing," Mr. Himtoon noted. 

"I wouldn't normally do this, but I'd really ask 
(Rochester) to consider changing the night of their meet- 
ing," Selectman Jeffrey said. "1 think it's that important. If 
it doesn't happen in November, we'll have to wait until 
January. This is a big item." 

Selectman Collyer next provided his fellow board 
members with an update on the Wind Power Study Com- 
mittee. 

"At this point, the objective is to provide for the 
clearing of the MET Tower at the ORR High School site," 
Mr. Dolan said. "That requires insurance ... we will prob- 
ably need to (add onto) existing policies. I'm expecting 
we'll need some sort of lease agreement."

poisett noted there wasn't any extensive physical damage 
from the elements, however there was some minor "stress 
cracking" in the Mattapoisett River Dam. 

"Similarly, we really incurred no major infrastruc- 
ture damage," Mr. Dolan said of Marion. 

"We had some high water issues and dam issues," 
Selectman Laboa reported. "Our Highway Department 
and Emergency Services had to respond to a dam issue 
in the Hartley bog area (near Lloyd's Market). We had to 
relieve water buildup in a few areas. We're starting to find 
out we have some issues with dams on private property ... 
we're doing some research to see what recourse we have. 
Overall, it could have been a lot worse." 

• Potential options for regional purchasing for all 
three towns in order to save money. One possibility is the 
purchase of sand and salt for the pending winter months. 

• Revisiting the hiring of a shared Regional Town 
Planner for all three communities. "I think iV s an im- 
portant position and ... it's not too early to start thinking 
about our spring Town Meetings," Selectman Pierce said. 

The Tri-Town Boards had previously discussed 
hiring a Regional Town Planner to be administered by the 
Southeast Regional Planning and Economic Development 
District (SRPEDD) at an approximate cost of $25,000 per 
community. 

"I like the idea of a Tri-Town Planner," Selectman 
Nimes said. "On the other hand, I wonder if it won't been 
too much work for one person to handle all three towns."

The board likewise voted to approve the follow- 
ing schedule of regular Selectmen's meetings for 2006:

June 6 and 20; July 18; August 1 and 15; September 5 and 
19; October 3 and 17; November 7 and 21; and December 
5 and 19. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with members of the 
Marion Housing Committee and Town Counsel Jon Wit- 
ten to discuss some pending housing issues. 

"The board has asked me to discuss three separate 
issues relative to housing," Mr. Witten said. "The Local 
Initiative Program (LIP) ... is a program that substitutes 
the Board of Selectmen for a subsidy source.

90 percent of the time, comes from state or federal fund- 
ing. Essentially (the Selectmen) are substituting for Mass 
Housing or a federal housing program. The applicant will 
work with the (board) to come up with a project that's 
suitable to both. By that nature, it's really a 'friendly 40B' 
project. In the LIP process, both the Board of Selectmen 
and Board of Appeals need to approve (applications)." 

"The purpose of the LIP initiative was to put 
some sort of a friendly face on the rules," Mr. Dolan 
added. "The idea is to work with developers to promote 
affordable housing." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to adopt

The board also discussed the formation of a re- 
view team to consider all future LIP applications submit- 
ted. "I think it's best to keep things simple," Selectman 
Jeffrey said. "I would concur with Mr. Witten and pick, 
maybe, a group of only three people and go to (others) as 
needed." 

"The work of affordable housing and Chapter 40B 
is a fairly complex process," agreed Stuart Richardson of 
the Marion Housing Committee. "My suggestion is you 
use people who have housing and construction experi- 
ence, but I'd suggest five instead of three members." 

As such, the board unanimously voted to appoint 
James Grady to serve as key liaison on the LIP review 
team, and Selectman Jeffrey suggested Town Counsel Jon 
Witten and Town Administrator Jack Dolan work along- 
side him. But Chairman Henry felt having Town Counsel 
on the review committee would limit his role in other 
matters. 

"This team is only going to have a fimction when 
there's an application submitted," Mr. Dolan said. "If s 
really not a committee at all — it's more of a negotiating 
team." 

Mr. Witten next discussed a draft Request for Pro- 
posals (RFP) for the suggested expansion and renovation 
of Little Neck Village. He noted that although he and Mr. 
Dolan have been working on initial plans "behind-the- 
scenes," they have now reached a point where they can 
start seeking out design proposals.

"It's an important project for the town, it's highly 
visible, (so) I think it makes sense as an initial invest- 
ment to have a designer on board in the early stages," Mr. 
Witten said. "There is a dollar component that the Select- 
men have to be concerned about, but again I think this is 
secondary." 

"We've moved to the proposed RFP because you 
had seen the roadmap previously (for Little Neck Vil- 
lage)," Mr. Dolan said. "The expansion of Little Neck 
Village is of great importance to residents." 

"There is another component in which we can 
seek out state and federal aid (for the project)," Mr. Witten 
added.

flp Good Night, and Good Luck. Starring David 
Strathairn and George Clooney. Directed by

David Strathairn plays close to the vest. He started out 
badly, as an overemphatic Robert De Niro clone in 
Sayles' debut Return of the Secaucus 7, but he soon 
developed a sort of expressive reticence. That style serves 
him perfectly as Edward R. Murrow inGood Night, and 
Good Luck, an account of the TV news reporter's dust- 
up with red-baiting Senator Joseph McCarthy in the mid-'50s. Strathairn's 
Murrow makes a virtue out of lack of passion. Nobody could accuse him 
of nursing resentments or an agenda — he's rather colorlessly dedicated to 
facts (like his TV contemporary Jack Webb). So when he risks everything 
to take on McCarthy, there must be a reason. 

I enjoyed the movie as a snapshot of a time and a mood — the paranoia 
infecting all walks of life, the omnipresent cigarettes, the ability of politi- 
cians and television pundits to quote Shakespeare and assume that their 
Usteners would be sophisticated enough to handle it (imagine that today). 
And there's no question that the film's message, that the powerful medium 
of television needs to buck its corporate masters and bring truth to the 
viewers of America, is particularly timely in an era when various lies and 
distortions about why we invaded Iraq were swallowed whole by most of 
the media. GoodNight, and Good Luck gets two stars for the above, though 
it lacks a certain sense of urgency, of drama. After all, we know how it all 
turned out — McCarthy discredited, Murrow vindicated — and the script, 
by director George Clooney and producer Grant Heslov, docsn 't find enough 
twists and turns in the factual record to create any suspense. The movie is 
scrupulously journalistic, sometimes to its credit, sometimes to its deficit 
as a movie. 

Still, I'll always sit for an intelligent film involving actual adult con- 
versations. There's a lot of cross-talk in Good Night, and Good Luck; busy 
men in newsrooms fire story ideas at each other, sometimes shooting them 
down in the same breath. The relationship between a married couple (Robert 
Downey Jr and Patricia Clarkson) who both work at CBS — against the 
network's policy of employing married couples — is just about sketched 
in, but the actors turn their scenes into quiet conspiratorial comedy. Their 
fear of being found out stands in for the larger issue of the people whose 




names, rightly or not, have found their way onto McCarthy's unseen list 
of communists. Murrow, like many Americans at the time, doesn't really 
care one way or the other about communism; what he's after is abuse of 
power His campaign would be equally valid if McCarthy were waving a 
list of known homosexuals and trying to scare the country about them. 

At this point, it should be said that George Clooney (who appears in the 
film as Murrow's producer Fred Friendly) is interested in using his power 
for good — not just politically. He does films like Ocean's Twelve to keep 
himself bankable so that he and business partner Steven Soderbergh can 
make smaller, more challenging films. I wasn't impressed by what Clooney, 
in his directorial debut, did with Confessions of a Dangerous Mind; he took 
acidly farcical material and made it depressing. But the film also established 
that he at least had integrity, and wasn't interested as a director in ingratiat- 
ing himself with the mass audience. Good Night, and Good Luck is much 
more pleasurable, shot in nostalgic black-and-white by Robert Elswit and 
given a crackling pace by editor Stephen Mirrione. Clooney, whose father 
spent years in broadcast news, clearly enjoys revisiting the salad days of 
the medium, when everything from comedy to drama to news was live. The 
real urgency in the film comes not from its narrative and resolution but from 
its milieu. 

Clooney wears his mantle lightly. Murrow didn't preach; he simply 
spoke sensibly and soberly for rationality and fairness, and so does Cloo- 
ney. The movie is bracketed by a speech Murrow made years later at the 
Radio-Television News Directors Association and Foundation. He talks 
about the responsibility of television to do more than "distract, delude, 
amuse and insulate" viewers — to be more than "wires and lights in a box." 
That, moreso than any message about red-baiting and its parallels today 
("If you're not with us, you're against us"), is what Clooney — who has 
done his share of distracting and amusing on TV — wants us to take with 
us. Far from biting the hand that fed him, Clooney has made a valentine to 
what television once was and — perhaps — can be again.

Sometimes collaboration can be a good thing. 

For the better part of the last year, the Boards of Select- 
men in Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester have revived a 
once-occasional and seldom-effective tradition of meeting 
jointly to banter about common issues and concerns that 
might best be handled on a regional approach. To me, it's 
always made a great deal of sense for the tri-towns to band 
together to work toward common goals ... after all, there is 
strength in numbers. 

Although not every aspect of town government can ben- 
efit from the pooling of resources and some past proposals 
like an attempt to hire a Regional Town Planner failed to 
gain momentum past the talking stage (but is smartly being 
reconsidered), the Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen can now 
claim the first of what I hope will be many victories in the 
regionalization battle. 

During their meeting on Thursday, October 27, the 
Selectmen collectively approved an agreement with the 
newly-formed Old Rochester Community Television, Inc. 
(ORCTV) non-profit organization to operate the three towns' 
so-called PEG Access cable operation within a studio facility 
at ORR High School. 

Although approving the agreement wasn't a particu- 
larly arduous task, there were some issues that needed to 
be "ironed out" before all three towns were comfortable 
with how the non-profit organization under the purview 
of a seven-member Board of Directors appointed by the 
towns' Selectmen would maintain and operate the Public 
("P"), Education ("E") and Government ("G") cable access 
channels in the wake of Comcast's withdrawal from same. 

As such, the Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen made swift 
progress in appointing a subcommittee comprised of the 
three Town Administrators and one Selectman from each 
town to massage and fine-tune the agreement into a version 
with which everyone could agree. 

This is just another progressive step forward after Mat- 
tapoisett and Marion first collaborated to renegotiate their 
license agreements with Comcast to break out the PEG 
Access operation into a self-maintained non-profit entity 
earlier this year. With the aid of Attorney William Solomon, 
an expert in the field of cable licensing agreements, the 
two towns managed to gamer approximately $2 million in 
operating funds and another $300,000 in capital equipment 
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funds over a ten-year period. Rochester, whose contract term 
with Comcast was out of sync with the other two towns, was 
likewise allowed to renegotiate their agreement to participate 
in the tri-town venture. 

Although the towns' community television operation 
(Channel 9) would lose their studio and facility on Route 6 
in Marion, studio and office space would be provided within 
the newly-renovated Old Rochester Regional High School 
for the new cable operation. 

Thus was Old Rochester Community Television, Inc. 
(ORCTV) born — one of more than 80 non-profit public 
access corporations within the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts now operating and maintaining similar PEG Access 
channels for their cities and towns. 

ORCTV's Board of Directors, of which I am the cur- 
rent President, has been meeting regularly to work on such 
things as an annual operating budget utilizing the money 
appropriated to the towns from Comcast; the administering 
of a part-time Interim Studio Manager and the hiring of a 
full-time Executive Director to oversee the daily operations 
of the PEG Access channels; and entering into and approving 
agreements with not only the tri-towns, but also the ORR 
School District, which includes the hiring of a full-time 
teacher to instruct television production. 

Future projects also include getting Marion and Roch- 
ester up to speed with their government access (G) chan- 
nels; getting the shared education channel (E) online; and 
upgrading the community bulletin board and programming 
for the existing shared public access (P) channel. 

On a personal note, I wholeheartedly commend the 
Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen for realizing the value of 
this important community resource and for supporting its 
continuation under ORCTV, Inc. As someone involved with 
media outlets on a daily basis, I can attest there is no better 
way for the public to truly express themselves than local 
cable access channels. If government is "by the people, of 
the people, for the people," then community PEG Access 
is likewise a resource that can only succeed if it is "by the 
people, of the people, and /or the people." 

I also look forward to more regional progress from the 
Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen — a group that has proven, 
at long last, to be more than just a pulpit for preaching to 
the choir.
